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JEWISH  AGENCY  WORLD  LEADER 

Mrs.  Rose  Halprin  To  Address  Combined 
Appeal  Keynote  Dinner  On  Sunday  Night 


INITIAL  RESPONSE  ENCOURAGING 


Co-Chairmen  Call  For  Maximum  Effort  To 
Raise  Minimum  of  $257,000  For  C.I.O.A. 


A.  Louis  Achbar  and  Arnold 
Lithwick,  general  co-chairmen  of 
the  Combined  Israel  and  Overseas 
Appeal  have  issued  a stirring  call 
for  maximum  support  on  the  eve 
of  the  official  opening  of  the  1966 
Campaign. 

“The  Ottawa  Jewish  Community 
must  raise  at  least  $257,000.”  they 
said,  “as  our  share  of  the  cost  of 
saving  lives,  moving  immigrants  to 
Israel,  for  integration,  training 
and  absorption  and  for  relief  and 
rehabilitation  in  Europe,  North 
Africa  and  the  Middle  East.” 

“A  monumental  task  faces  our 
agencies,”  they  continued.  “Unless 
we  participate  as  full  partners  in 
the  greatest  social  experiment  of 
all  time,  the  cost  in  human  misery 
and  suffering  will  be  staggering.” 

At  the  same  time,  Mr.  Achbar 
and  Mr.  Lithwick  expressed  their 
appreciation  to  the  doners  who 
have  already  made  their  pledges 
at  the  two  pre-campaign  functions 
held  at  the  home  of  Mr.  Lawrence 
Freiman  and  at  the  Jewish  Com- 
munity Centre.  Almost  $100,000 
has  been  raised  so  far,  represent- 
ing an  increase  of  over  $19,000  for 
Israel  and  overseas  needs.  They 
termed  this  decided  trend  towards 
increased  giving  as  “most  encour- 
aging”. 

The  warm  initial  response  comes 
at  a most  opportune  time.  This 
is  the  first  campaign  in  fifteen 
years  that  is  specifically  earmarked 
for  the  vital  programs  of  the 
United  Israel  Appeal,  Joint  Distri- 
bution Committee,  United  Jewish 
Relief  Agencies,  Israel  Histadrut 
Campaign,  Mizrachi  Israel  Appeal 
and  Youth  Aliyah. 

Another  first  introduced  this 
year  is  the  inclusion  of  the 
Histadrut  Campaign  as  a partici- 
pating agency.  The  Histadrut  has 


conducted  independent  campaigns 
in  Ottawa  for  many  years  and  the 
individual  amounts  subscribed  in 
the  past  should  be  taken  into 
account  by  donors  when  establish- 
ing their  total  gifts  to  the  1966 
Campaign. 

The  cessation  of  West  German 
reparations  payments  has  added 
a major  dimension  to  the  impor- 
tance of  achieving  the  campaign 
goal.  These  payments  began  in 
1954  and  their  termination  will 
seriously  handicap  the  work  of  the 
Jewish  Agency  and  the  Joint 
Distribution  Committee  unless  the 
Jews  of  the  free  world  make  up 
the  losses. 

Israel’s  open  door  immigration 
policy  offers  a haven  for  all  who 
wish  to  come.  The  immigrants  in 
turn  provide  the  skills  and  man- 
power essential  to  the  young 


democracy's  growth  and  eventual 
self-sufficiency. 

Every  aspect  of  immigrant 
absorption  is  under  heavy  pressure 
as  the  stream  of  penniless  new- 
comers continue  to  pour  in  for 
the  sixth  successive  year.  Food, 
housing,  medical  care  and  job 
training  facilities  already  at  the 
breaking  point  must  be  provided. 

A heavy  backlog  of  absorption 
needs  already  exists  among  immi- 
grants of  previous  years.  In  addi- 
tion, funds  for  the  basic  necessi- 
ties of  life  are  drastically  needed 
for  over  300,000  men,  women  and 
children  in  thirty  countries  other 
than  Israel. 

The  campaign  co-chairmen  have 
asked  workers  and  supporters  to 
“take  it  as  a personal  challenge 
to  meet  the  quota  for  Ottawa.” 


The  Ottawa  Jewish  Community  will  have  the  privilege  of 
meeting  Mrs.  Rose  L.  Halprin,  the  colourful  and  dynamic  chairman 
of  the  Jewish  Agency  — American  Section  at  the  Keynote  Dinner 
of  the  Combined  Israel  and  Overseas  Appeal  on  Sunday  evening, 
June  12  at  the  Jewish  Community  Centre.  A reception  in  her 
honour  will  begin  at  6:00  p.m.  followed  by  dinner  at  7:00.  Dress 
is  optional  with  the  majority  expected  in  black  tie. 


Known  the  world  over  for  her  eloquence,  wit  and  ability, 
Mrs.  Halprin  comes  to  Ottawa  for  the  first  time  to  address  the 
major  public  function  of  the  1 966  Campaign.  The  Keynote  Dinner 
marks  the  official  opening  of  the  Combined  Israel  and  Overseas 
Appeal  which  seeks  to  raise  a minimum  of  $257,000.  for  vital 
needs  in  Israel  and  overseas  lands. 


The  evening  will  also  be  a gala 
celebration  of  the  18th  Anniver- 
sary of  Israel’s  Independence  and 
a demonstration  of  solidary  and 
support  for  the  people  of  Israel.

Halprin  has  served  as  chairman  of 
the  Jewish  Agency  — American 
Section  for  six  years  and  as 
national  president  of  Hadassah 
from  1932  to  1934  and  from  1947 
to  1951. 

First  elected  to  the  Jewish 
Agency  Executive  in  1946,  she 
participated  actively  in  the  nation- 
al and  international  negotiations 
which  led  to  the  establishment  of 
the  State  of  Israel.  She  is  also 
chairman  of  the  Agency’s  Depart- 
ment of  Education  and  Culture. 

Mrs.  Halprin  is  co-chairman  of 
the  World  Confederation  of 
General  Zionists;  honorary  vice- 
president  of  Hadassah;  and  mem- 
ber of  the  boards  of  the  United 
Jewish  Appeal  of  New  York,  the 
American  Zionist  Youth  Founda- 
tion and  the  Jewish  National 
Fund.

NOTICE  OF  MEETING 


All  over  the  world  — in  Israel.  . . in  Europe.  . . in  the  Middle 
East.  . . Jewish  refugees  who  have  already  suffered  too  much,  face 
further  hardships.  More  than  three-quarters  of  a million  men. 
women  and  children  who  depend  on  the  Combined  Israel  and 
Overseas  Appeal  for  their  sustenance,  their  very  lives,  are  threatened 
again. 

Since  1939,  we  have  helped  to  rescue  and  rehabilitat: 
3,000,000  distressed  and  uprooted  Jews.  While  this  task  has 
never  been  easy,  there  have  been  times  when  it  was  made  most 
difficult  because  there  was  less  money  to  carry  out  the  many  vital 
aid  programs  in  31  countries  of  the  world. 

Now  these  programs  are  threatened  as  never  before.  Repara- 
tion payments  from  the  Conference  on  Jewish  Material  Claims 
Against  Germany  have  ceased  after  12  years  of  payments.  The 
Joint  Distribution  Committee,  one  of  our  major  agencies,  first  felt 
the  blow  in  1965  with  a cut  of  $7,000,000  annually  from  its 
income.  Now,  the  Jewish  Agency  for  Israel,  loses  $10,000,000 
yearly  due  to  the  ending  of  Government-to-Govemment  payments 
by  West  Germany  to  Israel.  Never  have  aid  budgets  been  more 
tragically  undermined. 

Think  what  the  loss  of  income  means  in  terms  of  human  needs! 


In  Israel,  it  will  affect  every  aspect  of  the  Jewish  Agency’s 
immigrant  absorption  program  — housing,  schooling,  training, 
health,  social  welfare  and  rehabilitation. 


In  Moslem  countries,  where  youngsters  are  provided  one 
nourishing  meal  a day  at  school,  the  already  small  amount  of 
meat  must  be  cut  down  in  order  to  save  two  and  a half  cents  a 
day  per  child. 

In  France,  where  Jewish  refugees  from  North  Africa  live  as 
many  as  ten  to  a room  in  squalid  slums,  less  will  be  available  for 
relief,  for  medical  care,  for  decent  houses  for  tens  of  thousands 
of  refugees  totally  dependent  on  Joint  Distribution  Committee- 
United  Jewish  Relief  Agencies  aid. 

There  is  only  one  alternative  to  the  tragic  outlook.  Everyone 
will  suffer  unless  the  Jewish  people  of  the  free  world,  who  have 
already  done  much  for  their  unfortunate  brothers,  dedicate  them- 
selves this  year  to  greater  effort  and  increased  giving  to  our 
community  campaign. 

This  is  a very  big  alternative.  But  the  challenge  is  also  very 
big.  And  so  are  the  hearts  of  our  people.

Underhousing  is 
one  of  the  most  pressing  problems  which  the  Jewish  Agency  must  try  to  meet  with  funds  from  our  Combined 
Israel  and  Overseas  Appeal.  In  Canada,  the  Zionist  Organization  of  Canada  is  the  agent  of  the  Keren  Hayesod 
— United  Israel  Appeal. 


TRAINING  IN  A FIRE-FIGHTING  SQUAD  is  part  of  the  program  at  a youth  centre  in  one  of  Israel's  21  develop- 
ment towns.  Constructive  activities  are  sorely  needed  in  most  of  these  dreary  towns  to  keep  youngsters  out 
of  mischief.
